b* 19 to 23 January* He inspected Lungmenchiang (108- , 21= ) and coastal 
defenses of the 1*3 Army in the Ch*inchou (108- , 21- ) region. He also 
inspected Chines© Communist naval, patrol units at Ch ? inchouwan (108- , 

21- ). - 

c, 21* to 25 January* He inspected forces stationed at Fangch 8 eng (108-23, 

21-1*6) and Tunghaing (107=58, 21-33). 

d, 26 January. He entrained for Nanning, via Ningraing (107-07 , 22-09),

a. Defenses manned by forces stationed in the coastal regions of Kwangsi were 
strong, and the production movement was being pushed vigorously forward, 

b, Sea defenses were found weak at various coastal points, 

e, The second stage of land reform had been pushed forward strongly and 
should be completed before the autumn harvest of 1952, 

do Widespread organisation of fishermen was being carried out to increase 

the production of the fisheries*
